Judge K. M. Landis of the United States 
District Court, who yesterday declined to 
grant a writ of habeas corpus in favor 
of Billik, to-day decided that the prisoner 
had the right to appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court from the decision 
denying the writ.

After listening to the counsel for both 
sides, Judge Landis declared that in his 
opinion he had not the discretion to deny 
the application for an appeal to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court.

How the Bets Were Made. 


About thirty members of the Metropdl- 
itan Turf Association were seattered at 
different points in and around the betting 
ring receiving bets from those persons 
known to them. There 
attempt to pass money, the risk of detec- 
tion being too great for the prospective 
reward. Many of the betting men would 
take up their positions behind the tron 
posts which support that portion of the 
grand stand, and received two or three 
bets. depending upon their memories to 
register the amounts, the odds, and the 
names of the horses. After making a 
note of the transaction, the bookmakers 
would return to their points of vantage, 
ready to repeat the operation. Many 
patrons of the track vainly tried to bet, 
as did a number of plain clothes police- 
* men, who were sent to the track to arrest 
all violators of the new law. 


Detectives Make First Arrest. 


The first arrest was made just before 
the horses went 'to the post for the first 
race. A commotion in the betting ring 
apnounced an event of unusual interest, 
and a general rush was made for the 
scene. Detectives Carr and Miller of the 
Coney Island Station were Jeading Jehn 
R. Weldon of 136 Willoughby Street, 
Brooklyn. He was arrested for violating 
the gambling section of the Penal Code 
in that he accepted a ten-dollar bet from 
an unknown man on Preceptor, a horse 
which ran in the first race. 

Weldon denied the charge and sald the 
$10 was paid him by a man who bor- 
rowed it from him some days ago. He 
also denied that he was a bookmaker. 
In the latter statement he is supported by

DANCER FALLS FROM CEILING, 


Ada Klein of “ Three Twins” Company 
May Have a Fractured Skull.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 12.—Slip- 
ping through her harness as she hung 
suspended fifteen feet above the stage 
this afternoon, Miss Ada Klein of New 
York City struck heavily on the floor 
and was knocked unconscious. She was 
carried to the New Haven General Hos- 
pital, and at 11 o’clock to-night, eight 
hours after the accident, she still lay 
senseless. Fear was felt that her skull 
was fractured. 

She is a member of the “ Three Twins” 
musical comedy company. The accident 
happened at dress rehearsal during an 
aerial dance, in which most of the mem- 
bers of the chorus are lifted to the ceiling 
and reversed, dance on the ceiling, and 
then are lowered. Miss Klein had 
reached the ceiling and was reversing 
when she slipped out of the harness and 
fell, She shriekeé as she dropped to the 
floor, and her fellow-actresses went into 
hysterics. They refused to take part in 
the dance to-night, and it was cut from 
the programme. 

Miss Kiein also received a severe blow 
to her spine. Her case was declared a 
rare one, and specialists from the Yale 
Medical Schoo] were summoned to assist 
in the treatment.

JEROME TALKS JAIL 
FOR POOLROOM MEN 


It Will Be Rough Going for Them, 


He Says, with Judges Em- 
powered to imprison Them. 


ALL WILL BE CLOSED ur 


District Attorney Gives All Praise to | 
Hughes and Declares “ Unconsti- | 
tutional ”" Talk Buncombe. 


Speaking about the Race-Track Gam- 
bling bill passed at Albany on Thursday, 
District Attorney Jerome said yesterday 
that the new law had rectified a dis- | 
honest mistake made by the Legislature | 
that passed the Percy-Gray law; that the | 
passage of ‘the bill had been a great per- 
sonal victory for Gov. Hughes, since he 
had,made the fight practically alone, and 
that argument as to the unconstitution- 
ality of the new law based on the seating 
of Senator Wallace was all buncombe. 

When he had finished talking, some one 
said: ‘ 

“Oh, well, what's the difference? Pool- 
rooms will go right on, anyway, and cK 
ple will bet in them instead of at the 
tracks.” \ 

‘* Well, the poolrooms needn’t go right 
on,” answered Mr. Jerome. “ The only 


Judges were unwilling to do anything 
more than fine prisoners found guilty of 
poolroom gambling. The gamblers con- 
sidered the fine a sort of license, counted 
it in the expenses, and went right on. If 
the Judges had inflicted a 80 or 60 day 
sentence for gambling, those places would 
have been closed up tight as a box. They 
can be closed up now ‘tight as a box, and 
they will be, I believe. f 

“I have never considered the evil of | 
betting on the race track as gréat as; 
many who have been agitating the ques- 
tion before this Legislature. But the 
most serious thing involved, and the one 
which Gov. Hughes referred to repeatedly, 
was that the organic law of the State 
shquid be deliberately violated by so mis- 
erable a subterfuge as the so-called Percy- 
Gray law.

Popular Misconceptions, 


“There has been some popular miscon- 
ception in regard to the attitude of the 
courts toward the Percy-Gray law, and 
many have inferred that because the 
Court of Appeais has not held it un- 


constitutional there was, therefore, on 
the part of the court an expression of 
opinion that it accorded with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution in regard to 
gambling and was a constitutional enact- 
ment. 

‘It not infrequently happens that there 
are distinct violations of constitutional 
provisions which a court cannot correct. 
A court, in interpreting a statute, can- 
not go back of the face of the statute 
and inquire into the motives and purposes 
in the minds of the individual legislators 
at the time of the passing of the bill. 

“A court, therefore, rules upon the face 
of a statute, and unless its face discloses 
the intent to violate the Constituticm it 
is not pronounced unconstitutional, even 
though the history of the legislation, as 
shown in the debates before its passage, 
shows that the legislators had a most 
earnest purpose to avoid the plain 
junction of the Constitution. 

“It is too plain to require discussion 
that the Percy-Gray law was not an 
honest effort to accomplish through legis- 
lation the purpose of the Constitution or 
to fulfill the duties of the legislators. The 
unconstitutional action was found in the 
dishonest conduct of the Legislature in 
passing the Percy-Gray 
not make it constitutional because the 
courts were unable to correct the legis- 
lative wrongdoing. Surely for all prac- 
tical purposes those acts are unconstitu- 
tional which clearly and purposely disobey 
the injunction of the Constitution, even 
though no court can afford a remedy. 

“I think many persons have felt that 
the Governor showed a lack of the sense 
of proportion in putting so much 
phasis on the need of the legislation just 
passed, but I do not personally agree with 
this view at all. Nothing can be more 
serious and more destructive of a gov- 
ernment by law than the growth of toler- 
ance on the part of the people of a dis- 
regard or evasion by the legislative body 
of the organic law of the State. This 
evil, in my opinion, was much greater 
than that of betting At the race tracks.

persona] triumph for the Governor, for he 
practically made the fight alone, and by 
his own perseverance and energy forced 
from a reluctant, and even hostile, Legis- 
lature the performance of a plain duty.” 
Commenting on the argument that Sen- 
ator Wallace, elected just before the spe- 
cial session from the old district of Niag- 
ara, was not entitled to his seat because 


of the reapportionment of the Senatorial 
districts, Mr. Jerome said that the Senate 
had convened, had seated Mr. Wallace, 
had voted, and was a de facto Senate, 
even if it was not a de jure Senate. He 
believed that an wnfailing line of deci- 
sions upheld the actions of such de facto 
bodies. 

“The law is con®{tutional, of course,” 
he went on, ‘‘and all this talk about un- 
constitutionality is pure buncombe.”’ 

Mr. Jerome was sure that poolrooms, 
which allow men to bet inside of a room 
away from the race track, would not 
flourish now, assuming, evidently, that 
the Judges would henceforth impose jail 
sentences on convieted poolroom bettors, 
since the new law provides such penal- 
ties for betting at the track side. Mani- 
festly, he said, it would not be fair to im- 
pose jail sentences for betting on horses 
at the track side and then impose a mere

BINGHAM IS ENERGETIC,

Police Commissioner Bingham said yes- 
terday that race-track betting will be 
stopped once*and for all and that he will 
see to it that it will never again rear its 
head within his jurisdiction unless a Su- 
preme Court decision stays his hand or 
the new racing laws are repealed. 

The Commissioner also said that there

York.

Bingham’s Letter to Dwyer. 


Philip J. Dwyer, President Brooklyn

Dear Sir: As the Agnew-Hart anti-race 
track bill has become a law I hope that the 
police will be aided in enforcing the law by | 
the officials of the Brooklyn Jockey Club. 
It will be necessary for the Police Commis- 
sioner to send police to the race track this 
afternoon and every racing day hereafter.

This was sent by special messenger. 
Then the Commissioner called his Deputy 
Commissioners, Hanson and Baker, and 
gave instructions.

One of the 
bookmakers to continue business was Or- 
lando Jones, a member of the Metropoli- 
tan Turf Association. In the fifth race 


| Jones was arrested for accepting a ten- 


dollar bet from a detective and led away 
to the Coney Island, Station with Harry 
Poots, his clerk. 

Jones protested against the arrest, and 
declared emphatically that he had not 
received any money whatever. He as- 
serted that he was approached bv the 
detective, who repeatedly asked him to 
accept a ten-dollar bet on a horse, but 
he refused, saying he was not taking any 
money. After vainly trying to force a 
bet on him, Jones says the detective laid 
a bill on the back of his hand, and as 
he drew his hand away he was arrested. 
The incident was witnessed by fully a 
score of persons in the vicinity of the 
scene, many of whom _§ substantiated 
Jones’s account of the incident. In_spite 
of his protests, he was taken to the Coney 
Island Station with the other prisoners. 

In one case a man of diminutive stat- 
ure, Alexander C. Gourley, was arrested 
by two stalwart plain-clothes. policemen. 
The man appeared like a schoolboy be- 
tween the two big captors. He calmly 
smoked a cigarette while the policemen 
grabbed him by the wrists and dragged 
him through a hooting and jeering crowd.

| PRISONER EXCITED IN COURT 


|Nervously Suggests Questions to His 
| Lawyers—Dowling Testifies That 


He Suspected Blackmail. 
Preae . 
| When the trial of Garl Fischer-Hansen 
| was resumed yesterday before Justice 
Goff in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court the complaining witness, 
Joseph E. O’Brien, the Philadelphia dec- 
Orator, took the witness stand after the 
cross-examination of his friend Francis 
Dowling. He told of the negotiations with 
the defendint lawyer, through which he 
‘had been induced to pay over $15,000, 
|which Fischer-Hansen is charged with 
'extorting from him. 
Arthur C. Palmer, counsel with John 
|. MeIntyre for the defense, in cross- 
examining Mr. Dowling, had tried to show 
| that Fischer-Hangen had never made any 
| actual threat to make public the charges 
|}made by the Italian boy, Antonio Mac- 
aluse. 
| QBrien testified, however, that when 
he conferred with Fischer-Hansen at his 
| house in December before paying the virst 
| sum, $10,000, that’ the lawyer had told 
him things which were “ really terrify- 
| ing.’ He sald that when he delayed pay- 
ing the second sum, $6,000, the lawyer had 
| remarked that ‘“some one would soon be 
knocking at Mr. Perkins's door,"’ Mr. 
Perkins being’ an Assistant District 
Attorney. 

O’Brien said he lived on Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, with his mother, 
and is unmarried. He said he’ had first 


seen Fischer-Hansen on Jan, 21, at Han- 
sen's house. Mr. Dowling, a friend of 
| thirty years’ standing, had told him the 
purpose of the meeting. 

“We sat at a dining room tablé,’”’ he 
said. ‘‘ Fischer-Hansen shid it was a se-~- 
rious matter; that he had a lot of humii- 
iating letters of mine, and that the men 
behind Macaluso were counting the days 
until the thing was settled. He said they 
wanted $100,000, but finally agreed that 
$25,000 might do. They were moat in- 
criminating letters, he said, and the pa- 
pers were hungry for them. He said they 
eee in Cleveland, but he would send for 
them, 

“He also said that if the letters were 
published I would get twenty years in 
prison. Then Dowling offered to lend me 
the money, and I accepted, Hansen tele- 
phoned to some one and told him to go 
to Cleveland that night for the letters.” 

Court adjourned early, and O'Brien's 
testimony was not finished. 

Mr. Dowling began where he had left 
off yesterday, and told how he had agreed 
to lend O’Brien the money. He told of 
several meetings with the defendant be- 
fore the money was paid over, ‘two of 
them in the street, where Fischer-Han- 
sen had taken him. He told how $10,000 
had been paid in the Hotel Manhattan 
by his cashier, Mr. McCarthy, and the 
other $6,000 after a conference at Sherry’s 
between Fischer-Hansen and the lawyer, 
John J. Buckley. 

Mr. Palmer subjected Dowling to a sav- 
age cross-examination. Dowling said 
he was single, lived at 34 Lexington 
Avenue, and had seen Macaluse only 
twice—once when the boy met O’Brien on 
his return from Europe and once when 
he bade good-bye to O’Brien in his state- 
room on the steamship. H- said he had 
been a close friend of O’Brien’s for thir- 
ty years, and had visited him from time 
to time. 
| He was asked if he knew a man named 
Petit, who lived in the Benedict. He 
sald he did. He was asked if he had 
not been known as ‘* Miss Dowling,” 
and answered, “That is a lie!”’ fie 
gave the same answer to a question as 
to whether he had not told O’Brien that 
he would have to give up his friendship 
either for him or the boy. He testified 
that Hansen had said that the money 
was to be paid for the letters, not to set- 
tle a suit. He admitted that Hansen had 
not objected to the presence of witnesses 
when the money was paid. 

“Did you aid in paying this money, 
you being an honorable man, and believ- 
ng that your friend was one, and think- 
ing that this was a case of blackmail?” 
asked Mr. Palmer. 

"IT thought it blackmail, pure and sim- 
ple; I did it for a friend,’ he replied. 

‘Yet, thinking it a case of blackmail, 
you agreed to pay. Didn’t you think that 
f payment was not made both you and 
O’Brien would be indicted?’’ 

‘“‘T did not. It wasn’t nice to be mixed 
up in the case, but I was not influenced 
by fear of exposure, though I did think 
it might affect my social standing.” 

‘Didn't McCarthy say to Fischer-Han- 
sen in your presence that he was really 
paying the money and would not pay the 
other $5,000; didn’t he say that you were 
his employe. merely a figurehead for so- 
cial purposes?’’ asked Mr. Palmer. 
‘“*He never said anything of the kind,” 
replied the witness. ‘‘He has only a 
slight interest in my business.’’ 

usti¢e Goff adjourned court at 3:15 
o'clock, though many had expected a 
night session. 

As soon as the Justice had left the 
bench Fischer-Hansen put a cigar in his 
mouth, asked the reporters! for a light, 
and with an Under Sheriff went back to 
the Tombs.

TRAITOR DEGRADED IN FRANCE 
Ulimo Punished In Toulon Square— 
WIII Go to Devil's Island. 


TOULON, June 12.—A pitiable spectacle, 
the degradation of the traitor, Charles B. 
‘Ullmo, formerly a naval officer, occurred 
at St. Roch Square here to-day, in the 
presence of an enormous crowd. Wnsign 
Ulimo was arrested here last October 
charged with being a spy. An examina- 
tion of his effetts showed him to be in 
possession of many valuable documents. 
Last February he was found guilty by a 
court-martial of attempting to sell naval 
secrets to a foreign power and sentenced 
to life imprisonment in a fortress and to 
be degraded in rank. 

Train excursions were run into Toulon, 
and thousands of people from the sur- 
rounding country came to witness the 
ceremony. They packed the sidewalks 
and covered the adjacent roofs, walls, and 
ramparts, The pressure of the crowds 
was so great that it threatened to sweep 
| away the lines of soldiers and sailors 
|drawn up around the square. 

After the troops had been reinforced 
with two regiments of the line, a battery 
of artillery, and two squadrons of cav- 
alry, Ullmo, wearing hia uniform and 
sword, was led into the rectangle. The 
commandant read the order that he had 
betrayed his country and was not worthy 
to wear its unfform. Two subalterns then 
took off his sword and stripped him of 
his chevrons and buttons. One of the 
subaiterns broke the swerd across his 
knee and threw the broken blade at Uli- 
mo’'s feet. 

In this plight Ullmo was compelled to 
march at the head of a squad of soldiers 
around the rectangle amid the hoots and 
jeers of the crowd. He walked with his 


head bare, his chin sunk upon his breast, 
and his eyes staring strafght in front of 
him. Tears were streaming cown his 
face. Several thousand recruits who wit- 
nessed Ullmo’s degradation were ‘greatly 
impressed by the ceremony. 

Ullmo will be deported to Devil's Island, 
off the coast of French Guiana, where 
Major Dreyfus was confined from 1894 to

This large amount is necessary to make 
analyses; inspections, surveys, and experi- 
ments, and in the study of the lecation and 
condition of sewage tscharges, the force 
and direction of tidal currents, capacity of 
the harbor waters to absorb sewage, and the 
location and composition of solid deposits 
in the harbor bottom, and for the reason 
that at the present time there is practically 
no Information to be had on these subjects. 


Mr, Coler then points out that the last 
Sewage Commission, appointed 
received an appropriation of $15,000 for | 
remuneration, and adds that the result | 
of its investigations should be published | 
in pamphlet form for the use of the Bor- | 
ough Presidents. For this he suggests | 
an appropriation of $5,000. 

In conclusion Mr. Coler states that as | 
it ia essential to have the néw commis- | 


sion begin its investigations of sewage | 
conditions this Summer, when most need- 
ed, and that inasmuch as the question of | 
compensation for the Commissioners has | 
been neglected, this resolution should be 
adopted by the Board of Estimate:

The receivers of the City Railway sys- 
tem came out last evening with a state- 
ment relating to the controversy with the 
commission, in which they defended their 
course and remarked, among other things, 
that the plan of the Public Service Com- 
mission for’ an inventory and appraise- 
ment had their entire approval, and that 
they have not defied the commission as 
charged. The plan of the Public Service 
Commission, however, looks far beyond 
the mere making of an inventory and ap- 
praisément.' The underlying idea Was 
expressed /by Chairman Willcox in an in- 
terviéw last night, in ‘which he said: 

“80 far as the orders are concerned 
the receivers have it in their power to 
ask for a réhearing under the law, and 
if such request is* made a rehearing will 
be cheerfully ordered. Otherwise, the dl- 
rections of the commission for adequacy 
will be insisted upon, for it is time to 
have it thoroughly settled whether a mis- 
mamaged local public service corporation 
can escape the obligations placed on it 
by the law of the State when it throws it- 
self into the hands,of receivers appointed 
by any court.

Board to Enforce Orders.

The Cunarders Mauretania and Lusi- 
tania are now engaged in cutting down 
by minutes the record from Daunt’s Rock 
to Sandy Hook. -It is the Lusitania that 
now holds the blue ribbon of the sea. 
She arrived at her pie™yesterday morn- 
ing after a fast trip across the North At- 
lantic of 4 days 20 hours and 8 minutes, 
regaining the championship from the 
Mauretania, which came over the same 
route in 4 days: 20 hours and 15 minutgs. 
The trip is over the long course, 2,890 
miles, At this end she was delayed by 
fog. ‘ . 

The maginifcent performance of the 
Lusitania was made/ under good condl- 
tions saye for a thunderstorm and a few 
hours of fog when nearing the Hook. The 
vessel made an average speed of 34.96 
knots per hour, and she smashed the 
record for a day's run. In the twenty- 
four hours ending at noon on’ Monday she 
reeled off 641 knots, as against the 6365 
made by the Mauretania. 

Lord Roslyn, who crosses the Atlantic 
under different names, arrived on the 
Lusitania under the name of “Mr. St. 
Clair.” When he sailed from here some 
weeks ago it was as “ Mr. Erskine.” At 
the ship’s concert ‘‘ Mr. St. Clair” recit- 
ed “ Jim Bludso"’ in a truly breezy West- 
érn style.

stances it would seem that the idea of 
requiring a notice and hearing before 
the issuance of an injunction in labor 
caseB, while intended as remedial legis- 
lation, can find no evil which it would 
remedy. It would hamper our judi- 
clary without cause in the adminis- 
tration of justice, and in the proteoc- 
tion of property rights. 

Mr. Gomprrs demands an anti-injunc- 
tion plank. It is opposed by represent- 
ative Republicans all over the country, 
by business interests great.and small, 
by men who have factories to be sacked 
or property to be burned. Since it is 
demonstrated that there is no public 
wrong to be righted by the declaration 
of such a policy, no evil to be cured, 
the only discoverable motive is a dem- 
agogic desire to satisfy Mr. Gomprrs 
and make an appeal to the labor vote, 
Such a motive is detestable in morals 
and indefensible in decent politics. The 
voice of opposition should make itself 
heard at Chicago loudly and per- 
emptorily enough to compel obedience. 


THE VICE PRESIDENCY. 

No man should be nominated for the 
office of Vice President of the United 
States who is obviously not of Presi- 
dential stature. The measure of a man 
proposed for high office may not al- 
ways be accurately taken before his 
election. Some of our Presidents have 
failed to realize the hopes of the people 
who elected them, others, under the in- 
spiration of great events, have vastly 
exceeded their promise. But men of 
obvious unfitness for the tasks of the 
President should never be placed in a 
position whence they may be called 
upon to fill the Presidency. 

THEODORE ROoosEVELT, elected Vice 
President in 1900, took the President's 
oath of office in September, 1901, and 
served nearly all the term for which 
WILLIAM MCKINLEY had been elected. 
JOHN TYLER, MILLARD FILLMORE, AN- 
DREW JOHNSON, and CHESTER. A. AR- 
THUR were other Vice Presidents on 
whom the burdens and dignities of the 
higher office fell on the death of the 
Chief Magistrate. Jonn ApDAMs, THOMAS 
JEFFERSON, GEORGE CLINTON, ELBRIDGH 
GerRrRY, JOHN C. CALHOUN, MARTIN VAN 
Buren, and THomas A. HENDRICKS are 
among the famous American statesmen 
who have filled the office of Vice Pres- 
ident. ANDREW JACKSON, HENRY CLAY, 
CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, and EpwarRp 
EVERETT accepted nominations for that 
office. 

The ided\that the Vice President is a 
nonentity has been freshly dispelled by 
the experience of Mr. Roosrvznir. But 
there is no question that men of small 
capacity for statesmanship have been 
thrust in the office for political pur- 
poses in the past, and there is some 
danger that the Chicago Convention 
may repeat that blunder. 

Carelessness or recklessness in this 
matter should be avoided at Chicago for 
another reasoh. The Republican Party 
cannot afford to go into the contest 
this year with a weak ticket, and a bad 
selection for the second place would 
greatly weaken Mr. Tart’s chances 
with the large body of independent 

|voters. Tart and Dotttver or Tarr 
and WooprvuFrr would be an undesira- 
ble ticket. 

The strongest and best man men- 
tioned for the Vice Presidential nomi- 
— is Gov. Hucues. We do not 
question his sincerity when he says he 
is not a candidate for the office, and 
; will not accept it. He is the choice of 
a respectable section of his party for 
the Presidency. He serves warning on 
the politicians that his name may not 
be used fn any “deal.” Still there is 
no precedent for the rejection of a 
nomination to this office by an Ameri- 
can citizen. Gov. HvuGHEs’s name 
; would add strength to the ticket. 
| Throughout the country he fs recog- 
nized as a representative of moral as 
well as political reform. In a material 
sense his acceptance of the nomination 
would involve some sacrifice, but Gov. 
Hueues is not the man to shrink from 
sacrifices. It would mean a great’ loss 
to this State, for he could hardly es- 
cape renomination for the Governor- 
ship, though he does not seek it. But 
the State would have to stand the loss 
for the good of the whole country. 


OKLAHOMA SETS A FASHION. 

On Wednesday the Chairman of the 
National Prosperity Association, Mr. 
Smmmons of the Simmons Hardware 
Company of St. Louis, addressed a 
meeting of representatives of Oklahoma 
commercial interests at the Capitol of 
the State on the subject, “Give Them a 
Chance.” His idea was that corporations, 
and espedially railroads, had been legis- 
lated against within an Inch of their 
lives, and that it was time to go slow lest 


their sufferings should recoil upon their 
tormentors. Mr. Simmons argued that 


the country had never been prosperous 
when the railways were unprosperous, 


and never could be. The harm done 
by overlegisiation was so great that he 
though® Legislatures should never meet 
unless summoned by a vote of the peo- 
ple, which he thought would make their 
sessions average about one in twenty 
years. The result of the race between 


the Federal, Staté,-county, and city 
legislative bodies as to which should 
“soak” the railways hardest has re- 
duced their earnings, increased their 


taxes, andcompelled them to shorten 


the hours of their staffs. He was not 
pleading for indulgence to the railways, 
but appealing to business men to apply 
business principles to the present agi- 
tation. On the same day Gov. HAasxen1, 
signed the bill against corporations 
which had been condemned by the lead- 
ing merchants, farmers, and working- 
men. , ‘ 

This action puts Gov. Hasxmu in line 
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that same day to form an organiza- 
tion to take this issue into Oklahoma's 
next campaign. The coriference met 
again and unanimously pledged the 
State’s protection. to legitimate invest- 
ments, and bound themselves to retire 
from public life all politicians prejudio- 
ing sentiment against capital, There 
are eight heads to their platform, and 
each is highly interesting and sug- 
gestive to the gentlemen at Chicago 
who are drafting an instrument more 
expressive of Gov. HASsKELL’s views 
than of those of more representative 
Oklehomans. They are making evident 
the need of a Nationa! non-political con- 
vention, with the same object as that 
of the Oklahoma Convention. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 

‘We see not the slightest evidence that 
“the irresistible force of public opin- 
ion” brought about the enactment of 
the bills ‘to suppress race-track gam- 
bling. The bills were passed because 
Gov. Hucurs made it his personal and 
official business to get them. through. 
He was untiring in his efforts to rouse 
public opinion, with the result that the 
bills failed on a tie vote at the regular 
session. Then he called an extra ses- 
sion, but he had to order a new election 
in the Niagara-Orleans District and 
bring into the Chamber one Senator 
from the brink of the grave in order to 
obtain a.majority of one. If public 
opinion had been in any considerable 
degree aroused, certainly if it had been 
irresistible, more than one of the twen- 
ty-five Senators voting in the negative 
would have scurried to cover. It was 
Mr. Hucues’s victory, and to him be- 
lohgs the credit. 

The history of this race-track gam- 
bling legislation is disgraceful to the 
up-the-State counties. The virtuous 
farmers of those regions were, we sup- 
pose, well-nigh prostrated by the eee | 
of the original attempt to cheat the 
Constitution by the Percy-Gray law. 
Restoratives were promptly adminis- 
tered in the shape of lHberal bounties 
paid out of the race-track money in 
support of agricultural fairs. That 
made the farmers more comfortable. 
They became complacent and assent- 
ing. When the dishonest law without a 
penalty was to be expunged, it was 
proposed that the farmers be bribed 
with Treasury money for agricultural 
fairs to head off their apprehended re- 
sistance to the passage of the new | 
laws. In the face of such facts the less 
paid about public opinion the better.

THE HIGH PRICE OF MEAT. 

As the price of meat and the ther- 
mometer rise together the tragedy is 
lightened by two notes of “comic re- 
lief.” One is rather sardonic, and re- 
lates to the championship of the people 
by the Administration. It is now some 
years since it undertook to pulverize 
the trust, and won great glory by the 
promise. But meat never was so high, 
and this has been the result of the legal 
campaign against prices in other cases. 

The other jest in connection with this 
serious subject comes by telegraph 
from London. The subject was brought 
up fin Parliament, and the President of 
the Board of Trade “ promised that he 
would consider the appointment of a 
commission to see what could be done 
regarding ‘the operations of one of 
these great trusts, which grow up be- 
hind a protectionist tariff.’” The tar- 
iff is bad enough, fn all conscience, but 
it is a mystery how it could give a trust 
power to raise prices throughout the 
world, and especially tn the free trade 
nation which makes a hobby of a free | 
table for breakfast, dinner, and sup- 
per. And what has happened to the 
roast beef of Old England that it should 
be purveyed by an American trust? 

The fact is that England is as pro- 
tectionist in this respect as the United 
States, but is less frank about it. It 
prohibits the impart of cattle for al- 
leged reasons of protection against dis- 
ease, and thereby affronts the Cana- 
dian raisers of “store cattle.” It is in 
evasion of this prohibition that our 
hated trust exports dead meat, and | 
thereby feeds HDngland more cheaply 
than it can feed itself. It would be} 
amusing to see Dngland exclude the 
trust altogether, with any hope of | 
thereby cheapening its meats. It | 
might throw the supplies back into 
this market, and we fancy there would 
be no protest against whatever befell 
the trust in this respect at the hands 
of its aggrieved customers across the 
ocean. 

The odd thing is that the trust itself 
ts not prospering excessively. It did 
much better when it was selling cheap- 
er. Then there were no rumors of divi- 
dend reductions, and of loss of favor 
among its customers, which it regrets 
even more. Not that the Beef Trust is 
sensitive, but it dislikes to have people 


stop buying meat almost as much as it 
dislikes to have farmers raise the price 
of cattle, and to refuse to sell even 
when the price is raised, for the simple 
reason that there is a scarcity of cattle. 
There are cattle enough in Canada, and 


if England rejects them we might have 
them, if it were not for the tariff which 


‘excludes them. This is the theory of 


the New York State Butchers’ Assocta- 
tion, which has just passed unan!- 
mously “a resolution fixing the blame 


for the high prices on meats and meat 
products upon the Federal Government 
and demanding that the tariff on cattle 
be removed.”

There may 
be nothing at all in the thirteen super- 
stition, but would it not be senseless 
to risk the happiness of a lifetime for 
the sake of riding a half mile in a red 
gasoline wagon with a fare register that 
changes from 80 to 50 in the twinkling 
of an eye? We do not understand that 
the bride thus acknowledged her belief 
in the fatality of the number 18, but 
there is no use of denying’ that the 
superstition survives, and that many 
university graduates still refuse to sit 
thirteen at table. The Brooklyn young 
woman had probably made up her mind 
to give her feminine friends as few 
opportunities as possible to remark: “I 
told you so.” 

The association of the thirteen super- 
stition with the taxicab, to be sure, is 
novel, but the taxicab is new and 
in Brooklyn it is rare. It is really 
astonishing that the bride retained her 
presence of mind at the extraordinary 
spectacle of thirteen of them in line. 
We have our doubts now of the correct- 
ness of) her’ count. To some of us it 
seems scarcely probable that there 
could be so many taxicabs fn one place. 
Generally speaking, you can only get 
one when you do not want one, When 
it rains and when you want to go to the 
theatre there Is never a taxicab tn sight 
or hearing. Few of us have ever seen 
thirteen at once. 

But apart from the taxicabs alto- 
gether; we congratulate the Brooklyn 
bride on her sagacity in avoiding the 
very color of trouble at beginning her 
married life. sToo many marriages have 
been turning out ill lately. On too 
many brides, obviously, the rain has 
fallen. Superstitions are foolish, of 
course, when other folks entertain them, 
but one may safely run the risk of be- 
ing called foolish to relieve one’s mind 
of a haunting fear.

A noiseless gun, while of 
obvious utility for several 
innocent purposes, is, on 
the whole, a rather alarm- 

Disquict. ing invention, the success 
of which will give unalloyed satisfaction 
to few people except the inventor, and 
perhaps even he may have a few doubts 
of the merits of his achievement. 

One can understand that the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
should look at such a gun with favor, as 
promising some diminution in the neces- 
sary amount of pain inflicted while 
slaughtering cattle. That task requires 
the use of a silent weapon, in order that 
the beasts waiting their turn to die may 
not be thrown into an inconvenient and | 
injurious panic, But the brutality of the 
mallet is probably much more apparent 
than real, as it gives instant unconsclous- 
ness, and the bullet can do no more, Mil- 
itary authorities would doubtless welcome 
a noiseless gun, if its silence did not cost 
too much decrease of velocity, just as 
they welcomed smokeless powder and uni- 
forms that confer Invisibility, since it 
would make surprises and secret movo- 
ments easier. These form just the part 
of war, however, that emphasize ‘its hor- 
rors, and then, again, an advantage pos- | 
sessed by both sides is no advantage to 
either. The hunting of some game, too, 
would be facilitated if the first shot did 
not give warning of danger to all the 
birds or animals within a mile or two. 
The change, however, would appeal more 
to the pothunter than to the sportsman, 
and it would undoubtedly hasten the ex- 
termination of our wild creatures to a 
considerable degree to have such a weapon 
available, 

The worst potentiality of the nolseless 
gun is that it can be used secretly. This 
will make it as safe for criminal purposes 
as is the now less efficient and shorter- 
ranged ‘‘ cold steel,’ and the assassin who 
can kill from a distance made great by 
modern high explosives, without giving a 
single hint of his position, will be tn little 
peril of detection andjcapture, That would 
foster the leading industry of Breathitt 
and would render night- 
riding in the same Btate more effective, 
but most people would find it objection- 
able. 

It has always been one of the not too 
numerous virtues of gunpowder that no- 
body could use it without letting every- 
body in the neighborhood know what he 
was doing or without arousing inquiry if 
his purpose was not obviously harmless. 
The noiseless gun will change all this, 
Gnd somehow we do not just like !t, In- 
deed, the new weapon fs as disquieting as 
it is quiet—which is a bit queer.

UNCIVIL TRACTION EMPLOYES. 


Suggested ExpPination of Thelr Want 
of Courtesy Here. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

I, in common with many thousands of | 
long-suffering patrons of the traction | 
lines in this city, have wondered why it} 
should be necessary for the traveling pub- | 
lic to endure, in addition to the other dis- | 
comforts of getting about in this city, the | 
insolence which is the rule among street} 
railway employes here. When one omnel 
trasts the civility with which passengers | 
are now treated by the train hands on alj 
the principal railroads of this. country 
with the unbearable brutality of New 
York street car men, one wonders why | 
such a difference should exist between} 
men recruited from the same class. 

I found an explanation for this differ- 
ence in the course of a conversation with 
a high official of the Washington Strett 
Railway Company, where the conductors, 
as a rule, are civil and obliging. He said: 

“The entire trouble in New York Hes in 
the character of the men who hold posi- 
tions immediately over the trainmen and 
street-car conductors. They are recruited 
from among the men over whom they 
have immediate authority, and they come 
to their new places with all the old an- 
tagonism toward the traveling public 
which has been engendered’ by their years 
of controversy with it in the rush hour. 
It would be quite possible in New York to} 
have men of-force take hold of the ques- 
tion of insolence on the part of these pub- 
lic servants and check it In.a month by 
merely allowing the men to know that 
they were seriously in earnest. An in- 
stance of this is afforded by the way in 
which a former General Manager of the 
Lake Shore Railroad who had grown tired 
of finding his desk piled high every morn- 
ing with complaints from offended patrons 
of his road put a stop to it. He issued a 
general order to all employes of the road 
that from that date any man against 
whom there was a complaint of incivility 
would be dismissed without investigation, 
He had to discharge just three men. It 
may be in their cases that the complaints 
upon which he acted were cruelly unjust, 
but, nevertheless, the example in their} 
cases was such that from that day up to} 
the present it is practically impossible to 
say anything to an employe of the Lake| 
Shore Rallroad that will bring forth from

In fact, I believe that if another $23,- 
000,000 should be given to the cause of 
general education within the next twelve 
months, not only would it fail to make the 
path of the poor but deserving student 
more easy,’ but, as a matter of fact,/ 
would make it more difficult. 

It is my observation that the greater 
amount of such donatidns go at once into 
expensive buildings and equipment, and 
s0 small a percentage is devoted to the 
practical assistance of poor and deserving 
students as to amount to practically 
nothing. One reason for this may be that 
the donor naturally desires to erect some 
sort of a ‘‘memorial’’ which personal 
aid would not furnish, 

In.my opinion, “ popular”’ education In 
the higher degrees {s practically unknown 
this side of the Alleghany Mountains, but 
it has been started in the right way by 
most of the Western States. Take, for 
instance, the Wniversity of Michigan, 
whose total valuation of property may 
not be one-tenth that of arvard, Yale, 
or Princeton; at the same time it is edu- 
cating at least the average number of all 
these other institutions, and the quality 
of the instruction is not subject to doubt. 
The :tuition fee at Ann Arbor is merely 
nominal, the main support being con- 
tributed by the State, and there is not the 
temptation to invest in a multitude of 
** memorial "’ buildings that exist in East- 
ern colleges. 

The average man or woman with chil- 
dren to bring up and educate to-day finds 
the Hastern colleges practically {mpos- 
sible. I, for one, would rather have @

The Hudson & Long Island Traction 
Company seeks the right to lay tracks 
from Twelfth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, along Fifty-seventh Street, and 
over the bridge. It would carry its pas- 
sengers this distance for 3 cents. It asks 
for a franchise for twenty-five years on 
payment of $10,000, 3 per cent. of its gross 
receipts for the first five years, 5 per 
cent. during the next ten years, and 6 
per cent. for the remainder of its term. 

The South Shore Traction Company 
would connect with the Hudson and Long 
Island, and, it was aamitted, is the same 
It applied for a_ franchise 
the Borough of 
Queens to Hempstead. 

Applications were also made to the 
board by the New York & Queens Coun- 
ty Railroad Company for franchises to 
run over the Blackwell's Island Bridge 
and extend its present system from the 
bridge plaza to Jamaica. The applica- 
tions were all referred to the same com- 
mittee. 

The board granted $75,000 to the Metro- 
politan Sewerage Commission against the 
suggestion of Borough President Coler, 
who thought $15,000 would be sufficient. 
Borough President Ahearn also voted 
against the resolution, and asked the 
Controller to report on his application 
for money for sewers below Fifty-ninth 
Street.

WORK ON MANHATTAN BRIDGE. 


Contractors Lay Wire Ropes to be 
Used in Constructing Four Big Cables. 


Preparations were begun yesterday by 
the contractors of the Manhattan Bridge 
for making the four immense cables from 
which the superstructure will be partially 
suspended. Four one-and-three-quarter- 
inch wire ropes were laid in the bed of 
the river in readiness for picking up next 
week.

CORTELYOU STARTS — 


NEW CURRENCY LAW. 


Describes Two Methods of Apply< 
ing for Additional National 
Bank Currency. 


a BOUND BY STATE LINE 


Secretary May Assign to an Assocla 
tlon Any Bank Which Did Not 
Take Part in Its Formation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Secretary 
Cortelyou issued an official circular ‘to~- 
day defining the application of the new 
emergency currency law, which was ap- 
} proved May 380. The document confines 
| itself practically ‘to outlining the methods 
of organizing National currency associa~ 
tions. The rules to be followed in ob- 
| taining money through these associations 
| will be made the subject of a subsequent 
! circular, which will be forthcoming, it is 
| expected, within a week or ten days. 

After quoting the act the Secretary. 
callg attention to the fact that there are 
l'two methods of applying for additional 
National bank currency under ita- pro~ 
visions. 

Banks occupying contiguous territory: 
may orgahize currency associations, pro 
viding there are at least ten banks in 
each association with minimum aggregate 
capital and surplus of at least $5,000,000, 
while the individual banks must have an 
unimpaired capital and surplus of not 
less than 20 per cent. 

Any member of such an association withr 
outstanding circulating notes or.not less 
; than 40 per cent. of its capital may obtain 
| additional circulating notes under Section 
1 of the act. National banks of the sam¢ 
standing as to capital and surplus, but 
not members of an association, may ob- 
tain additional circulation under Section 
8 of the act. 

In order that all National banks en- 
titled to take out additional circulation 
|may join currency associations, the Sec- 
| retary of the Treasury reserves the right 
|to add to, and include in, the territory of 
lan. association any contiguous territory 
containing National banks which would 
otherwise be excluded from or incon- 
veniently located as to a National Curren~ 
cy Association. The names of the assoal- 
ation must be indicative of the locality, 
and an association may not style itself 
**irst National Currency Association,” 


Blanks for Applications. 


The Treasury Department will furntsts 
blanks to bank officers upon which they 
may file application for joining an aaso~ 
ciation and otherwise take the necessary 
steps to comply with the law, and prompt 
approval or disapproval is promised by, 
the Treasury Department. 

A table is included in the circular show~ 
ing by States the amount of capital and 
surplus of National banks entitled to 
membership in the currency association, 
arranged by States and sections. 

Secretary Cortelyou says it will be seen 
from this table that the National banks 
within some of the States are not eligible 
to form by themselves currency associa- 
tions for lack of aggregate capital and 
surplus, so they must be affiliated with 
banks in contiguous States for that pur- 
pose. 

The Secretary will not at this time 
allot any territory for the formation of 


associations other than as indicated in 
his circular. It is thought that the banks 
may prefer to come together of their own 
volition, and it is préferable that State 
lines be observed as far as practicable, 
and that banks should not apply for ad- 
mission to associations not occupying cone 
tiguous territory. 


May Assign Any National. Bank, 


The Secretary may assign. to an ass0~ 
ciation any qualified National bank which 
did not take part in ifs formation. A sub- 
sequent circular will define the method to 
be followed in obtaining additional circu- 
lation through the National bank cur- 
rency associations, to-day’s circular re~ 


lating entirely to their ofganization. The 
individual banks of the association, how- 
ever, desiring to obtain additional circu- 
lation must submit their applications to 
the officers of the association, and not 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
those officers will apply to the depart- 
ment. 

Applications for additional circulation 
under Section 3 by individual banks not 
members of associations may be ad- 
dressed to the Controller of the Currency, 
who will advise them as to the procedure. 
One per cént. per annum upon the aver - 
age monthly amount of public deposits 
| held will be paid by depositary banks, to 
be computed from June 15, 1908, and to 
be payable July 1, the same year, and 
} thereafter on Jan. 1 and July 1 annually. 

Interest will be paid on the entire amount 


and on the amount held by regular de- 
ositaries in excess of the amount needed 
| for the transaction of public business.

TIGERS RAISE PENNANT. 


Then They Defeat the New Yorks— 
Old Timers at Game. 
Special to The New York 

DETROIT, Mich., June 12 
ball fans celebrated two events, 
which brought particular joy to the big 
crowd in attendance. The cause for the 
first celebration was the raising of the 
pennant flag, the first Detroit has won 
in twenty years, and the second the_vic- 
tory of the Tigers over the Yankees by 
the score of 5 to 2. Although Manning 
lost his game, his work was Generving of 
a different result. He allowed one hit 
less than Donovan, Detroit's pitcher, and 
made two hits, one a triple, and scored 
the only runs made by the visitors. He 
was powerless, however, against the 
ragged fielding of his team mates, whose 
aggregate fielding errors totaled four, 
which materially aided in the Yankees’ 
defeat. 

The visitors gained the lead In the first 
half of the third inning, when they scored 
a single tally. Detroit went them one bet- 
ter in their half, and thereafter did not 
relinquish the lead. A second run was 
scored by Manning in the fifth, but the 
home team were there again with the 
goods, and added three more notches. The 
remainder of the contest resolved itself 
into a pitchers’ battle, and the runners 
were held safe on the bases. ° 

The flag-raising ceremonies drew a big 
crowd to the grounds, and to make the 
celebration more exciting President Ban 
Johnson reinstated Manager Hugh Jen- 
nings and ‘‘ Wild Bill’’ Donovan, and the 
latter promptly showed his appreciation 
of the executive courtesy by winning the 
game. 

In addition to city and State dignitaries 
the two clubs had as guests survivors of 
veteran amateur teams dating from 1858 
down, and forty representative uniformed 
amateur clubs of the city, about 2,000 in 
all. Added to the paid attendance, this 
brought the crowd up close to the local 
record. Sam Thompson, “ Lady’”’ Bald- 
win, and Charile Bennett of the ‘S87 
champions were the special guests, and 
Gen. Trowbridge of the Early Risers of 
1858 hauled the flag to the masthead.

The transfer is made for a nominal] con- 
| sideration, and Mr. Isman gives back to 
|} the Hilton estate trustees a mortgage for 
| $8,700,000, due in four years and carrying

News of the final closing of this huge 
| transaction aroused general interest 
| throughout downtown realty circles, chief- 
ly because Mr. Isman has had the prop- 
erty under contract for over two years 
and also because there have been circu- 
lated at intervals reports that he had 
abandoned the deal and would never take 
title to the property. y 

Mr. Isman signed contracts for the pur- 
chase of the Stewart Building, through 
Broker Leopold Weil, in April, 1906. These 
contracts called for the passing of title 
end of one year. Shortly before 
the appointed date, Mr. Isman was se- 
riously injured in an accident on ¢ghe 
Pennsvivania Rallroad, between 
and Pittsburg, and for several weeks was 
unable to attend to any business. This 
led to an extension of the contract for 
six months, which brought the date for 
passing title right at the beginning of lAst 
October's panic. Judge Russell then con- 
sented to a further adjournment.

a capital of $1,500,000, and it is understood 


that Mr. Isman will transfer the Stewart 
Building to that corporation.. 

Mr. Isman’s plans for the future of the 
property will include such alterations and 
renovation as will add materially to its 
income-producing ower. The structure 
now ylelds about $800,000 annually, which 
is about $50,000 more than it did at the 
time Mr. Isman signed his original con- 
tract of purchase.

ERIE FUNDING PLAN FACTOR 


With Decline in Union Pacific Bonds 
and the Harriman Shares on 
Many Bear Rumors. 


An i{norease in business on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday was at the expense 
of prices, for the movement was abruptly 
downward from the opening unt!l well on 
toward the close of the session. In this 
interval there were scored such losses as 
4% points in Union Pacific, 3% points in 
Reading, 3 points in Northern Pacific and 
St. Paul, while smaller declines were to 
be found tn plenty throughout the list. In 
the last half hour of trading support ap- 
peared, and fractions of the earlier losses 
were regained. This sudden outburst of 
activity following the dullness of the 
preceding days of the week, as well as 
the weakness of prices, came as a sur- 
prise to the financial community, which 
had looked for nothing more than stag- 
nant markets until after the close of the 
Chicago Convention.. There were a num- 
ber of developments during the course 
of the day, however, which went far. to 
explain the situation. The announcement 
of the Erie’s plan for funding its inter- 
est charges on certain issues of bonds was 
a confession of weakness which had hard- 
ly been looked. for by the generality of 
speculators, although the falling earnings 
of thé road had brought some such meas- 
ure looking to the conservation of the 
road’s cash well within the possibilities. 
In the same way the slump in Union Pa- 
cific bonds on the Curb market, where 
they sold at 95, although the issue price 
was 95%, proved unsettling, indicating 
as it did a flotation much less cordially 
received than the Pennsylvania’s. In ad- 
dition to these two matters it was plain 
that a bear group was at work in the 
stock .market, the surest evidence of this 
being found in the variety and character 
of rumors. affecting the credit of in- 
dividuals and companies set afloat during 
the day. Such underhand work seems 
to be the inevitable accompaniment of 
speculative operations for the decline in 
these days, and so far at-least no means 
has been devised to put an end to them. 
It is hardly necessary to add that in no 
single instance were any of the reports of 
this character founded upon truth. Rail- 
road statements coming to hand were 
rather unfayorable, although those of the 
Rock Island and St. Louis. & San Fran- 
cisco for the month of April made clear 
again the more successful efforts which 
executives are making to control ex- 
penses. 

Preliminary estimates of the currency 
movements of the week indicate a cash 
gain of some $10,000,000 by the banks, 
and in view of the dull markets which 
have been the rule the greater part of this 
should show in the bank statement, un- 
less the financing incident to the Union 
Pacific bond offering has had an adverse 
influence. The greater part of the gain 
which the banks made has been due to 
receipts from the interior, these having 
been the largest for any week since that 
of May 1 last, which was in turn.a rec- 
ord for several years. Money rates were 
again easy, and foreign exchange markets 
unchanged.

OLD SYNDICATE EXTENDED 


Bulk of One-Year Notes Covering the 
New Loan Already Taken 


by Bankers. 


It was learned yesterday that the Hud- 
son Companies, which is the holding gom- 
pany for the various completed and proj- 
ected tunnels under the Hudson River, 


connecting both New York and Hoboken 
and New York and Jersey City, has ar- 
ranged an issue of $5,000,000 of one-year 
6 per cent. notes, secured by the deposit 
of somes $10,000,000 of the company’s 4% 
per cent. bonds. The bulk of the notes 
have already beer sold to bankers. 

At the same time it became known 
that the syndicate which underwrote the 
company’s securities, and which had prao- 
tically terminated, had been extended for 
one year. Wall Street was very much in- 
terested in these develapments in the af- 
fairs of the Hudson Company yesterday 
owing to reports whioh obtained currency 
regarding the new financing of the com- 
pany. It was etated by a Director that 
asa result of the success with which the 
new note issue is meeting, the company 
is practically assured of funds with which 
to carry through to completion all the 
work it now has in contemplation. 

This tncludes the completion of the 
tubes between Church Street and the 
Pennsylvania Station, and along the Jer- 
sey shore between the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion and the Lackawanna Station, from 
which the tubes to Christopher Street un- 
der: the river are already finished. ‘In 
addition the money to be raised sng 
cover the expense of completing the corm- 
pany’s power house, which is dlready 80 
per cent. finished. The tubes from Church 
Street to the river are finished with the 
exception of 150 feet, while the under- 
river work from the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion in Jersey City has progressed to a 
(point where its completion is a matter of 
a short time only. 

Some little time ago the Hudson Com- 
panies made an issue of $15,000,000 of 6 
per cent. notes dated Feb. 1, 1908, and 
due Aug. 1, 1910, which were secured by 
$22,500,000 of the company’s 414 per cent. 
bonds. The new $5,000,000 issue, which 
is secured by similar bonds, puts the com- 
pany in an easy financial position. Later, 
when the contemplated extension of the 
system to Newark over the Pennsylvania's 
right of way comes up, further money | 
will have to be obtained, but the present | 
financing provided for everything save | 
that. | 

The extension for one year of the under- 
writing syndicate {s an important factor 
in the situation, for its termination would 
have brought the company’s bonds on the 
market at a time when its tunnels have 
not progressed to the point where it is 
showing its full earnings from the various 
properties. As it is now, these securities 
will be kept off the market for another 
year at least. 

The company has $40,000,000 of common 
stock, $10,000,000 of 5 per cent. non-cul- 
minative stock, of which $5,250,000 is out- 
standing. Of the first mortgage 4% per 
cent. bonds $57,000,000 in all have been 
set aside for use in connection with the 
stocks for issue on account of the’ tun- 
nels, stations, power house, and the 
Church Street terminals, and the retire- 
ment of $5,000,000 of New York & Jersey 
bonds. .

GROUT FOR BANK PRESIDENT. 


Ex-Controller Likely to be Head of the 
Mechanics and Traders’, 


The stockholders of the Mechanics and 
Traders’ Bank, who have in hand the 
reorganization of the institution pre]iml- 
nary to its openimg under a deferred pay- 
ment plan, are considering the election 
of Edward M. Grout, ex-Controller of New 
York City, as President. 

Mr. Grout is a large stockholder in the 
bank, and with Paul Grout, who has 
been counsel for the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, has been one of the most: active 
in furthering the rehabilitation of the 


institution. The new Board of Directors 
will be largely made up of those who 
have taken part in the reorganization 
plans. 


CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


The leading commercial weeklies report 
satisfactory conditions among commercial 
centres, though business is somewhat 
backward because of unsettled weather 
in some sections, and {fs also influenced 
unfavorably by the imminence of the 
Presidential conventions. 

Bradstreet’s says: 


Weather, crop, and trade reports display 
irregularity. It has been too wet and. cool 
in the Southwest and Northwest for best 
retail trade and crop development, but east 
of the Mississippi River conditions have 
been better. The nearness of harvesting 
of wheat and oats makes the prevalence 
of rains and floods in the Southwest a 
matter of moment to the grain ‘trade, as 
shown by firmer quotations. Much low- 
land west and southwest has been flooded, 
and replanting of corn ahd cotton seems 
& precarious proposition unless a late warm 
Fall supervenes. In wholesale lines eri- 
dences of improvement in Fall buying are 
asen. but purchasers are generally cau- 
tious. 

Political and crop uncertainties seem like- 
ly to influence distant purchases for some 
time to come. Best reports come from the 
cotton goods trade and kindred lines, but 
there is noted a slight halt in this buying. 
Building expenditures etill. run well below 
@ year ago, and lumber and kindred lines 
are quiet. Collections are still backward 
as a whole. 


Dun’s Review says: 


Gains outnumber losses in reports of com- 
mercial and industrial activity, business be- 
ing remarkably well maintained consider- 
ing the propinquity of political conventions. 
Weather conditions were favorable for re- 
tail trade in seasonable merchandise at 
most leading centres, and crop reports were 
encouraging on the whole, despite exces- 
sive rains and floods in the Southwest. 
Unusually good duplicate orders are still 
received from retailers who. underestimated 
current requirements, but wholesale and 
jobbing departments are chiefly ocoupied 
in making preparations for Fall and Win- 
ter trade, abeut which there is a feelin 
of confidence. Idle freight cars decreased 
to 881,779, against 413,338 a month pre- 
vious, and railway earnings for the first 
week in June were 19.5 per cent. less than 
last year Bank exchanges. at New York 
were 13.5 per cent. less than a year ago, 
while at other leading cities the decrease 
was 17.6 per cent.

Court Dismisses Injunction Against 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co,

CITY DEBT LIMIT TOO SMALL

APPROVE NEW STOCK ISSUE. 


American 8teel Foundries Company 
Stockholders Agree to Readjustment. 


The stockholders of the American Stee!

Prof. Swift holds a brief for the dull boy. Seem- 
ing stupidity in the schoolroom is not necessarily a 
sign of lacking intelligence. Linnaeus, the botanist, 
would have been a cobbler if his father had heeded 
the advice of one of his teachers. Darwin was a 
stupid schoolboy, the C!sgrace of his family. He 
could never master a language. Yet the world would 
never have heard of Dr. Butler, the schoolmaster 
who scolded him for his dullness, if.Darwin had not 
saved his name from oblivion tin his autobiography. 
Harriet Martineau was a hopelessly dull child. At 
the military school if™Paris Bonaparte steod No, 42 
in his class. Prof. Swift asks: “Whe were the 
forty-one ahead of him?” 

Wiltiam H. Seward was “too stupid to learn,” 
and Patrick Henry “too idle.” Sir Isaac Newton 
was an inattentive student, Dr. Johnson was indotent, 
Wordsworth seemed imcapable at school and uni- 
versity. Sheridan was “ inferior to any of his school- 
fellows in the ordinary business of a school.” Fulton 
was a “ Gullard,” according to his schoolmaster, while 
Humbolit's teechers doubted if he had ordinary 
powers of intelligence. Heine was a poor scholag, 
and George Eliet was certainly not precocious: Scott, 
Byron, Huxley, Schiller, Loweli, Goldsmith, Goethe, 
Pasteur, Thackeray were not good scholars. There 
seems to be some hope for dull boys and girls. 

Arrested mental development Prof. Swift treats 
of scientifically, but there is plenty of evidence that 
ordinarily dull children, those who do not take kindly 
to books, are frequently the keenest of observers of 
plant and animal fife, the most interested in what 
they see, the most anxious to learn how things are 
done. Prof. Swift argues that “ the rigidity of our 
educational organization is a serious menace to 
mentation.”

always leaves the impression that with possibly @ 
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tew exceptions they are quite represent- 
ative of the average, active, normal 
boy, and the investigator generally 
ends his work with the overwhelming 
conviction that, after all, the only rea- 
son why he and his boyhood associates 
did not graduate from the same sort 
of institution was the difference in 
their environment. 


It requires little scientific investiga- 
tion to reach the conclusion that the 
love of adventure plays a large part 
in the lives of boys of an active and 
initiative nature. Truancy represents 
merely the wandering tendency, the 
survival of the migratory Instinct. 
Running away from school is not a 
sign of criminality. Anger and the 
fighting disposition are more serious, 
but they are human and physiologically 
explainable. Prof. Swift even finds 
psychical justification for fighting 
among boys. “ Fighting in some form,” 
he says, “is one of the first means by 
which the mind becomes accustomed to 
fntense action. To fight well a boy 
must bé capable of severe concentration 
of attention.” 

As for “ robbing orchards, vineyards, 
and stealing watermelons,” Prof. Swift 
declares that they “are almost uni- 
versal with those who have any oppor- 
tunity.” He has accumulated a mass 
of evidence of the boyish waywardness 
of men now distinguished in the peace- 
ful arts; their remembrances of tru- 
ancy, fighting, and stealing fruit. He 
has confessions also from men of good 
repute of such misdeeds in their youth 
as stealing money, barn burning; mis- 
chief making of all sorts, stopping rail- 
road trains, even of forgery and drunk- 
enness. The names of these gentlemen 
are, naturally, withheld, but doubtless 
Prof. Swift knows them ail A fair 
proportion of them are now teachers. 
The author says: 


The age at which boys come to think 
that laws and the recognized rules of 
right conduct should, be voluntarily 
respected and obeyed is an interesting 
question for students of child life. The 
great majority of those included in this 
study say that they did not reach this 
age until] they were 15 years old. About 
half were over 16, and not a few were 
17 years of age or older. 


Prof. Swift turns to blology to show 
that man has not reached perfection. 
He retains, in his present development, 
from 100 to 125 rudimentary organs: 


It is well-known that there is not 
the same advantageous arrangement of 
organs in man as in quadrupeds. In 
many details they are better suited to 
a@ quadrupeda! position than to an up- 
right one. We are, therefore, led to 
assume either that equal skill was not 
employed in planning man’s mechan- 
ical organization or that his change 
from the quadrupedal to an upright 
position is comparatively recent, and 
that there has not been sufficient time 
for the structural details to adapt them- 
selves to the new conditions. 


It will be seen that the drift of Prof. 
Swift leads him to delicate ground. He 
invokes the aid of biology te show that 
all children are but little animals, hav- 
ing no inborn notions of right and 
wrong, inheriting no sense of justice, 
Savages by nature, predatory by in- 
stinct. This is bold reasoning, and we 
fancy that many objections will be 
raised to Prof. Swift's theory. He goes 
further than the doctrine of “ original 
sin.” The influence of environment, 
however, he admits. He argues that 
when criminal tendencies are mani- 
fested in boyhood they are “ psychical 
reverberations of long past ages.” 

Primitive man was savage, recogniz- 
ing no property rights, predatory and 
cannibalistic. The author has some 
alluring pages on the subject of can- 
nibalism. That the Polynesians and 
other low types of the human races may 
represent of degeneracy rather 
than undeveloped man does not 
to him. “ Altruism,” he holds, “ arose 
as a sort of enlarged egoism, when 
individual selfishness no longer served 
its egotistic purpose.” Affection be- 
tween parents and offspring seems to 
him to of comparatively recent 
origin. “The same contradiction be- 
tween ideas exists in the mind of a 
child,” he declares, “‘as existed in the 
race at different periods.” In the de- 
velopment of mind and character it is 
difficult to say where the influence of 
heredity (race inheritance) ends and 
that of social suggestion begins. 

In the reform school the unconscious 
influence of the ideas and actions with 
which they are surrounded counts for 
more than talks on morals. Pure air, 
wholesome food, exercise, and responsi- 
bility are needful. Qualified responsi- 
bility will not do. The pupils must be 
trusted, if they are ever to be 
worthy of trust. Flogging has had its 
day and passed.

HERO OR CAITIFF ? 


Russian Journalist's “The Truth 
About Port Arthur” Brands 
Him with Cowardice 
and Inefficiency. 


HILE the siege of Port 
Arthur was in progress, 
an attentive world saw 
that an army of Japa- 
nese veterans, led by one 
of Japan’s most eminent 

and experienced Generals, was hurling 

itself with reckless valor against the 
defenses of the city, week after week 
and month after month, only to be re- 
pulsed with frightful losses. That one 
outpost after another was taken in a 
slow advance toward the city indicated 
only that the garrison, like every other 
cut off from supplies and reinforce- 
ments, would have to yield at last, and 
when, after a full year had almost 
passed, the inevitable surrender came, 

Gen. Stoessel was promptly numbered 

by all among the unfortunate but not 

inglorious heroes of military history 
who were asked to perform the impos- 
sible and almost accomplished it. 

Within a few weeks, however, there 
were whispers that, long as the surren- 
der had been deferred, it had been made 
too soon; that the garrison was in far 
from desperate straits when Gen. Nogi’s 
harsh terms were accepted, and that 
Stoessel had saved his life at the ex- 
pense of his and his country’s honor. 
Later it was proclaimed everywhere 
that the heroes of Port Arthur were 
Smirnoff and Kondratenko, and that 
they had in the end been overcome by 
the Czar’s representative within the 
fortress rather than by the Japanese 
outside of it. Finally the Russian Gov- 
ernment had to investigate these re- 
ports, and the recent court-martial, by 
convicting Stoessel, Fock, and others of 
cowardice and incompetence, confirmed 
the wretched story.

*THE TRUTH ABOUT PORT ARTHUR, 
By Monsieur E. K. Nojine, accredited war 
correspondent during the siege. Translated 
and abridged by Capt. A. B. Lindsay. Ed- 
ited by Major BE.

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of Stoessel and his favorites, and might 
have served as basis for the indictment 
upon which they were tried. This book, 
Published a year ago in Russia, now 
appears, somewhat condensed but still 
sufficiently long, in an English transla- 
tion, and must be read by all who 
would get a detailed knowledge of the 
famous siege as seen by a Russian of 
the new school. Its general truth is be- 
yond question, but its partisanship is 
evident, and one somehow gets from it 
the impression that it proves too much 
—that if conditions in the city had been 
as bad as Nojine says, its capture 
would have been a matter of weeks, 
not months, Against this impression, 
however, must be set the facts that to- 
pographically the peninsula on which 
Port Arthur stands is an ideal defen- 
aive position, supplying line after line 
of resistance hard to overcome even 
when weakly held, and that men fight 
from cover at an enormous advantage 
over an enemy that must climb long, 
bare slopes of rock. Making full al- 
lowance for the author’s detestation of 
Stoesse] and his respect for Smirnoff, 
the broader lines of his story must be 
accepted as correct. 

The outbreak of the war found the 
Russians utterly unprepared. In the 
six years that had elapsed since they 
seized the fortress from the Chinese 
they had done almost nothing to 
strengthen its works, and they had not 
even taken the trouble to familiarize 
themselves with the district. The at- 
tack on the ships came when supplies 
of food were short, and, though it was 
months before the investment became 
complete, Stoessel, if Nofine can be 
trusted, allowed them to be further de- 
pleted by shipments to the army in the 
north, and his men were put on short 
rations before the rea] siege began. The 
only thing that never failed was vodka, 
aud drunken orgies among the officers 
was the order of the day up to the very 
end. 

The constant source of trouble was a 
conflict of authority between Stoessel, 
as officer commanding the district, and 
Smirnoff, as commandant of the fort- 
ress, a distinction clear enough in the 
beginning, but steadily reduced as the 
Japanese advanced, and toward the end 
further complicated by Gen. Fock’'s ap- 
pointment as commander of the land 
defenses. Conflicting orders demoral- 
ized the garrison, and jealousy between 
the army and navy added to the confu- 
sion. Nojine has only praise for the 
courage of the Russian soldiers. Their 
qualities were exactly those needed for 
defense, as those of the Japanese made 
attack effective, and they needed only 
to be heroes. This they 
never had from Stoessel or his favored 
but Smirnoff accomplished 
miracles with them, and again 
again they heaped the hillsides

Heroines—They Are Not Clever, but They Are Women, 
and Are Often Captivating—Chiefly Concern 
Themselves with the Business of 
Loving and Being Loved.

HEN all is said and done 

and the truth told,” says 

Thomas Hardy in his 

story of Lady Mottisfont, 

one ofthe “Groupof Noble 

Dames,” “men seldom 

show much self-sacrifice in their con- 
duct as lords and masters to helpless 
Women bound to them for life.” Again, 
with a fineness of apprehensign that 
amounts to a sixth sense, he explains 
the distressful silence of one of his 
heroines, when forced upon a terrifying 
question by her man persecutor, by re- 
minding us that language, having been 
invented by men chiefly for the ex- 
pression of their own thoughts, is often 
despairingly inadequate to women for 
the expression of theirs. In these two 
observations—many, many others like 
them could be cited—we find the key- 
note to Hardy's treatment of his women 
characters. It is one of delicate and 
unbroken, one might almost say of 
chivalric, sympathy. Looking into the 
world he has seen that it is the woman, 
usually, who suffers and the woman 
who pays, and seemingly with a kind 
of obligation resting on him he writes 
as though to offer her artistic compen- 


gation, if such there may be. Too faith- 
ful a realist—in the higher sense of 
that word—to give women.in his nov- 
eis a iot easier than that which they 
enjoy tn life, he still manages to throw 
about them a kind of mantle of protec- 
tion, an air of gentieness and pity, not 
enly for those of noble mold, but also 


for the weaker and the more heartless, 
for even these, he seems to feel, are 
largely what the men whom they have 
loved have made them.

3ut clearly the 
preponderance of Hardy's sympathy is 
with his femffine characters. 
Nttle study of them to discover with

what rare painstaking they have been | 
drawn, and how large and charitabie is | 


his attitude toward them. Yet with all 
his feeling he never sinks into the crude 
haranguer of women’s rights but bears 
himself simply as an artist portraying 
womanhood of the most widely varying 


types, oppressed by inexorable social 
conventions, and seeking to demon- 
strate the harshness if not indeed the 
positive injustice of some of those con- 
ventions. 


Compared with the women of Hardy’s 
novels, those of Meredith appear a 
shade too intellectual and clever. Hardy 
has given us but a single clever woman 
in the present-day sense of the word— 
Ethelberta, whose “Meters by Me™ 
took social London by storm. Tess’s 
pretty answer to her husband's ques- 
tion, “Which fingers are mine?”— 
when they were washing their hands 
in the same basin—‘ They are all 
yours,” is as far as feminine briliancy 
in the Hardy régime is likely to go. As 
a rule, Mr. Hardy leaves cleverness 
altogether out of the feminine com- 
pound, being perhaps a trifle old- 
fashioned in his notion of what that 
compound properly contains. In com- 
petition with Jane Austen’s women, his 
seem almost destitute of humor and 
play of fancy. Any diner-out would 
rather take in Miss <Austen’s Lizzie 


than clinging, blue-eyed Difride, “ with 
no more presence than a kitten; ”’ prac- 
tical. Elizabeth Jane, or simple-souied, 
fragrant Anne Garland. Humor and 
wit are qualities in which the Hardy 
heroines are positively lacking, a lack 
for which no Hardy enthusiast will 
apologize when he recalis how few wo- 
men of his acquaintance really possess 
either in notable quantity. In his men, 
Hardy has provided humor in abun- 
dance—we have only to bethink our- 
selves of gay Grandfer Cantle and his 
poor-spirited grandson Christian—‘ but 
the rames of a man”; of Tess’s father 
and his “noble skellingtons”; of the 
ancient malster in “Far From the 
Madding Crowd”; of the peasants in 
“The Trumpet Major” and their lu- 
dicrous preparations to welcome 
“Boney ”; and many more. The women 
of George Eliot, possessing undoubtedly 
a brooding fullness of conception and 
@ mellowness that the Hardy heroines 
do not have, yet must yield their place 
to them in vivid dramatic quality and 
in intimate individuality. One set of 
portraits has been made from composite 
photographs; each of the others is a 
single, sharply clear, unmodified study. 


The fine fact about Hardy’s women 
characters is that they are always wo- 
men, neither more nor less than that. 
And there is scarcely a phase of femi- 
ninity—barring the brilliantly inteilect- 
wal—that he has not delineated. Im- 
perious, self-sufficient Paula Power, 
clicking her messages on the telegraph 
in her restored mediaeval castie—Paula, 


who might almost have been an Amer- 





ican girl—is far removed indeed from 
timid Elfride, “the perfume and suppli- 
ance of a minute”; and both seem but 
distantly related to Lady Constantine, 
loving her young star-gazer all too pas- 
sionately in “Two on a Tower”; and 
none of these is closely akin to Bath- 
sheba, serenely observing her charms in 
a hand-giass as she sits perched on a 
moving van, quite umaware that she is 
being spied on, or to Fancy, in that 
exquisite pastoral “ Under the Green- 
wood Tree,” who is just what her name 
suggests. Still further, we have quite a 
new type in Mistress Betty Dornell, one 
of the noble dames whose “ bright eyes 
rained influence” over eigtheenth cent- 
ury Wessex, and who eloped with her 
lover by night, riding on a pillion be- 
hind him, and eloped back again when 
he would not kiss her because she was 
breaking out with the smallpox. 


Family relations come in for a fair 
share of attention. In Cytherea, whose 
rather lurid adventures fill the pages 
of “Desperate Remedies,” we have a 
pleasant exhibition of sisterly regard; 
in Mrs. Yeobright, mother of the “ na- 
tive,” Clem Yeobright, who returned to 
lonely Egdon Heath, a beautiful exam- 
ple of maternal affection. “ The Pur- 
suit of the Well-Beloved,” a sheer flight 
of fancy, illustrates well-defined fermi- 
nine valves. Tess is a good daughter 
to her drunken, vain father, and Biiza- 
beth Jane is most dutiful to her father 
until a piteous misunderstanding parts 
them.

Such a name as Fancy cer-

Paula Power's name seems to echo her 
pride; Eustacia’s, the hauteur of this 
princess of Egdon Heath. We are not 
surprised to find that Miss Aldclyffe 
has a tragic history. 

But being true women, Thomas Har- 
dy's heroines are mostly concerned with 
the business of loving and being loved. 
Open any of the novels at random and 
you are likely to come on some delicate 
observation or some penetrating com- 
ment on a mood of feminine love, as 
when speaking of the difference in sig- 
nificance between a man’s clothing and 
that of a woman. Hardy remarks that 
that of the latter is instinct with her 
personality—" touch Dut the nem of her 
garment 
there before you.” MHardy’s women do 
not resemble Dorothea Brooke, with her 
vague yearnings for a wider horizon; 
they do not seek to help dried-up 
Casaubons complete keys to the world’s 
mythologies; they draw no plans for 
cottages for the poor. U nlike Romola, 
they have no Savonarolas. They ale 
sometimes gay, often wistful, seldom 
aspiring, and they have little desire for 
improvement. They have almost no 
self-knowledge, not resembling in the 
least the heroines of Mr, Henry James, 
who find such delight in analyzing their 
own émotions by the ald of the micro- 
scope. They are not self-wise. And 
often—perhaps for this very reason— 
they find life a tragedy which leaves 
them helpless and appealing. They are 
pathetically simple, They find life a 
tragedy, but never—he spares them this 
keenest pang—never do they find it 
mean. A certain nobility of endurance 
marks the demeanor of them all. Even 

‘ poor Fanny Robin, throwing ineffectual 
morsels of snow against the barrack 
windows of Sergeant Troy, bears what 
she must then, and later on goes to 
shame and death in a kind of sad dig- 
nity; even when the wronged Bath- 
‘gheba opens her coffin, Fanny lies 
, cloaked .in an innocence that though it 
evokes despair, does not fail of respect. 

It is in their attitude toward love that 

the Hardy heroines most strongly re- 
semble each other—they are of a mind 
on that matter, gentle and simple alike; 
Paula in her castle and Tess the dairy- 
‘maid are own sisters there. Both love 
with an all-giving, unquestioning faith. 
All in all, women owe to Thomas Hardy 
a unique debt of gratitude for the full- 
ness and the fineness of his comprehen- 
sion of them. And in particular must 
they feel this gratitude for that su- 
preme expression of beautiful, loyal love 
that falls from the lips of Marty South 
as she stands by the grave of Winter- 
borne, which she and the easily vexed 
Grace Melbury had until now adorned 
together: “‘ Now, my own, own love, 
you are mine and on’y mine; for she 
hag forget ’ee at last, although for her 
you dicd. But I—whenever I get up, 
Yul think of ‘ee, and whenever I lie 
down, I'll think of ‘ea Whenever I 
plant the young larches I'll think that 
none can plant as you planted; and 
whenever I split a gad, and whenever I 
turn the cider-wring, I'll say none 
could do it like you If ever I forgét 
your name, let me forget home and 
Heaven! But no, no, my love, I never 
can forget ’ee; for you was a good man 
and did good things!” 


“PAID IN FULL.”

PRESIDENT WILSON 
ON THE CONSTITUTION. 


The series of lectures on “‘ Constitutional 
Government in the United States,” deliv- 
ered at Columbia University by Dr. Wood- 
row Wilson, President of Princeton Unt- 
versity, has been grouped in a handy 
volume, (Colum bia University Presa, 
$1.50.) These lectures, Dr. Wilson says, 
do not undertake to discuss systematically 
the character of the American Govern- 
ment and its methods, but merely to set 
forth certain salient features from a fresh 
point of view, and in the light of a/fresh 
analysis of the nature and operations of 
constitutional government. Eight lec- 
tures are included in the series; they de- 
fine constitutional government and present 
the author's views of the application of 
the constitutional principle in this coun- 
try. The functions of the Executive, leg- 
islative, and judicial departments and the 
relation each bears to the others are dis- 
cussed with considerable mirnureness. In 
addition there is a lecture on the relations 
between the States and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and another on party govern- 
ment in America. An excellent feature 
of the book is its admirable index.

MUSICIAN'S LIFE 


Wm. Sterndale Bennet Celebrateq 
in Biography By His Son — 
A Friend of Mendelssohn 
and Schumann. 


JUNE 


HIS elaborate blography,* 
a product of filial plety; 
has come, for most music 
lovers, a generation too 
late. Its interest is how 
historical, personal for 
Sterndale Bennett's music, refined and 
Mendelssohnian in its character, has 
almost disappeared from the concert 
programmes even of England. Few 
care for it now, even in the quiet of 
the home, and there is little place found 
for his larger works in the concert 
halls. But Bennett was a man of mark 
in his time. He had a peculiarly win- 
ning nature, a gift for friendship. He 
was the intimate of Schumann and of 
Mendelssohn. and of many other nine- 
teenth-century musicians, and their 
relations with him, their correspondence 
with him, as well as the part he played 
in the musical life of England, give a 
certain interest to these pages which 
the present importance of their subject 
would not. 

The most interesting portions of the 
book relate to Bennett's early years 
in Germany, when he was cementing 
his friendships there. He went to 
Lelpsic in 1836, after he had passed 
through the then newly founded Royal 
Academy of Music in London. Schu- 
mann quickly attached himself to the 
young English stranger, and developed 
an especial admiration for him, not 
only personally, but also for his 
musicianship. He wrote of him in one 
of his letters as “a thorough English- 
man, a glorious artist, and a beautiful, 
poetic soul.” He wrote much about 
him also in his critical articles in the 
Neue Zeitschrift, as well as in his pri- 
vate letters, as can be seen by readers 
of his writings. A little later came 
Bennett's intimacy with Mendelssohn, 
and among his other Leipsic friends 
were Schumann's friends, Henriette 
Voigt and Walther von Goethe, the 
poet’s grandson, both known to read- 
ers of Schumann's letters. These youth- 
ful days of artistic success in Leipsic 
fill one of the most engaging chapters 
in the book. 

Bennett's life after he returned to 
London was by no means one of that 
easy success that is represented to be 
his under the name of “ Starwood 
Burney,” in which he figures 
once popular musical novel of “‘ Charles 
Auchester.”” He was much less readily 
accepted by public and critics than he 
had been in Leipsic, either as com- 
poser or as There were long 
years of drudgery before him in teach- 
ing. In its infervals he composed slow- 
ly, publishing with reluctance. Says

He ex- 
plained this by saying, that when once 
written down they became stereotyped 
in his mind, and that then revision 
proved to him a matter of great diffi- 
culty.

FAVORITE FISH AND FISHING. By 


James A. Henshall. Pp. 192 New York: 
The Outing Publishing Company $1.25. 


R. HENSHALL has brought together 
D in this book magazine articles de- 
voted to black bass, grayling, trout, 
tarpon, and Florida fishing in general. 
Accompanying the text are some interest- 
ing photographs showing the actions of 
fish on the hook. Enthusiastic rodsmen 
who are accustomed to think of bass and 
other fish as leaping a foot or a yard, 
perhaps). here have the ocular proof that 
the fish return to the water before the 
wave which they disturb returns to the 
level. In other words, small fish leap 
only inches from the water, although the 
tarpon, the greyhound of the waves, may 
leap feet.

Surely the fish must 
have been very hungry or have had little 
pain. Most fishermen are accustomed to 
placing the reel on the upper side of the 
butt. Dr. Henshall contends that the reel 
is better placed on the under side. The 
rod balances better, and the guides dis- 
tribute better the strain of playing a 
fish. When the reel is on the upper side 
the rod constantly tends to turn to allow 
the reel to fall into the position 
and when a fish is played the 
almost altogether borne by the tip 
Dr. Henshall does not admire “ dry fly” 
fishing, the latest fad of the British cog 
noscenti. They wait until a fish breaks 
water before they float their lure, which 
is cast a little above the fish and allowed 
to float over him.

AS “BIG SELLERS” 


Fifty New Volumes in Every- 
man’s Library Reveals Popu- 
lar Demand for Literary 


Masterpieces. 


, issue of fifty new vol- 


umes in Everyman’s 
Library this Spring may 
be taken by the litera- 
ry optimist as a prac- 
tical evidence that the 
demand for the classical, the perma- 
nent in literature, is, to say the least, 
in no immediate danger of dying out. 
It was just two years ago in Feb- 
ruary that the first volumes in the 


Everyman's’ Series were published | 


Simultaneously in this country and 
Great Britain. As the publishers 
stated their purpose at that time, “ this 
library is an attempt to form a collec- 
tion of books in uniform dress on 
lines so elastic and comprehensive that 
practically every classic in the lan- 
guage shall be available in attractive 
and permanent form at the lowest price 
consistent with a worthily made book.” 
Following this general scheme 318 vol- 
umes have already been issued. These 
are divided into sections of “ biogra- 
phy, classics, belles lettres, fiction, his- 
tory, philosophy, and poetry.” From 
its inception the library has been ed- 
ited as a whole by Prof. Ernest Rhys, 
and, with few exceptions, each volt 
has been furnished with an introdu 
tory chapter by such literary author- 
ities as Swinburne, Lard Avebury, T. 
Watts-Dunton, Andrew Lang, G. K. 
Chesterton, Hilaire Belloc, and many 
others 

In a general way, of course, the idea 
of publishing a popular library in 
which should be included the standard 
works of the world's literature is not 
@ new one. Sixty-two years ago the 
English publisher, Henry G Bohn, 
started the well-known Bohn  Li- 
brary, published to-day.by the Mac- 
millan Company, which has aimed to 
bring the classics of literature within 
popular reach. This initial effort was 
followed by the ‘Chandos Classics,” 
published by Frederick Warne & Co.; 
the Camelot Library, published in Eng- 
land by Walter Scott, and Burt's Home 
Library, started in this country about 
fourteen years ago by A. L. Burt 

ofr these four libraries, Every- 
man’s, published in this country by 
E. P. Dutton & Co., is nearest to 
the Bohn Library in scope and in 
the selection of its materials. The 
Bohn books, however, vary as to price 
and as to the size of the various vol- 
umes, while one of the main features 
in Everyman's is uniformity in both 
particulars. 

Many of the titles included in the 
series are of works that are familiar 
by name to the lover of literature, but 
which have long.since either gone out 
of print or can be found only in edl- 
tions bearing a price that is practical- 
ly prohibitive to the general reader. 
“Long ago,” writes an English critic, 
“the publishers discovered that the 
public could be induced to buy almost 
any rubbish properly presented; the 
publisher of Everyman’s has dis- 
covered that it can be induced to buy 
almost any masterpiece.” If this Is 
true it means, of course, that Ev- 
eryman’s Library is not only an em- 
inently successful business venture, but 
that the demand for the recognized 
literary masterpiece, to whatever age 
it may belong, is great enough to war- 
rant its publication to-day. 

In corroboration of this the publish- 
ers state that since the first issue was 
made, in February, 1906, over a million 
copies of the 318 volumes now compris- 
ing the “library”’ have been sold in 
this country and Great Britain. The 
most popular of these books ts said to 
be the volume containing Emerson's 
Essays. Of the three-volume set of 
Shakespeare 25,000 copies have been 
sold in a year and a half, while of the 
Everyman's edition of the New Tes- 
tament over 35,000 copies have been 
sold in a year. Other “ big sellers,” in

the commonly accepted notion that the 
tragedy of “Hamlet” is not-wholly 
Shakespeare’s, likens it to a late recon- 
struction of an early mediaeval cathe- 
dral, wherein the aspiring design of a 
great Gothic architect is but half dis- 
tinguishable among the uncouth piers 
and arches of his Saxon and Norman 
predecessors. Then, on the natural as- 
sumption that to appraise the purposes 
of the latest artist it is necessary first 
to determine what part of the conglom- 
erate mass is his, the investigation is 
carried forward through many 4aca- 
demic ramifications and with much 
painstaking and studious detail, in 
which Shakespeare's original contribu- 
tions to the story and the legendary 
materials he inherited are very clearly 
differentiated. Thus the author, by 
giving to each its due—by acknowledg- 
ing Kyd as the author of the plot and 
Shakespeare of the characterization, 
by making Kyd responsible for the 
hero's actual environment, Shakespeare 
for the imperfect description thereof, 
Onds in “ Hamlet ” as it has come down 
a@ composite hero in which one man’s 
thought is joined with another man’s 
deed, and in which a soul of Shake- 
speare is confronted with a situation of 
Kyd’s devising; and the complexity, 
moreover, is increased by the fact that 
Kyd’s ilamlet himself was an il!l-as- 
sorted blend of Kyd and BPelleforest. 
Now all this, as Shakespearean stu- 
dents know, is by no means in the nat- 
ure of discovery, nor dees Prof. Lewis 
set it forth as such.

Unlike many 
of the commentators—from Maurice 
Morgann down to Prof, Bradley—he 
has been particularly puccessful in 
avoiding a confusion of the “ historic” 
and the “dramatic” In other 
words, Prof. Lewis very wisely deals 
with the Hamlet he finds in the various 
texts under discussion, and not with 
an imaginary being whose actions, in 
part at least, might have been quite 
differently carried forward under the 
same existing conditions. Granting, 
@s one must, that no single theory is 
admissible—that neither the character 
nor the play is a consistent whole— 
this treatment seems at once the most 
reasonable and logical. When Shake- 
speare wrote “ Hamlet’ he was mere- 
ly rewriting an older tragedy, and he 
rewrote it in installments. The older 
tragedy is lost. Prof. Lewis's efforts 
to separate the elements have resulted 
in this volume.

THE ANCIENT LAW. By Ellen Glas- 
gow. (New York: Doubleday, Page &

fathers,"" &c. Daniel Ordway, the prin- 
cipal character, is introduced walking 
along a quiet country road in Virginia, 
having been out of prison for six days. He 
was sentenced five years previously for 
having misappropriated certain moneys. 
His wife, a spiritual and conscientious 
woman, at once left him, with their two 
children, golng to her father’s home in 
the South, far away from New York. 
Ordway is liked by the simple folk with 
whom he comes in contact, and very soon 
is a power in the village, for he is a col- 
lege graduate, has brains, and wishes 
“to make good.”” He rises so high in the 
estimation of his new friends that, al- 
though they know his name is assumed 
and he has never breathed a word of his 
past, he is nominated for a very high of- 
ficial position. It is at this time that a 
man who served with him recognizes him 
and reveals his identity. Then Ordway 
goes to his wife. She permits him to live 
in the same house with her, byt they act 
like strangers when together. Their 
daughter is married. Her husband does 
not satisfy her hunger for money, and she 
forges a check.

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Hudson means to the folks that live in 
it and serve the million little parts of the 
great machine is for the most part hidden 
from those who pretend to write about 
New York. O. Henry alone pictures 
things as they~are for the great masses, 
living narrowly in lodgings and forced 
constantly upon strange expedients for 
making social life possible, 

In a flash here and a flash there he 
shows you what the succession of days 
and the recurring nights bring to the 
shop girl, the clerk, the worker at this 
or that dull task for a wage out of all 
proportion to his needs or hers. Usually 
each brief story, vivid, human, real, il- 
luminates some cruel injustice of the 
metropolitan social fabric, at the same 
time that it gives a glimpse of the good 
along with the bad that is in the folks 
who are the victims of it all. The spirit 
of the huge town is in each. This new 
volume is merely a prolongation of the 
series of such pictures published in “ The 
Four Million” and “The Trimmed 
Lamp.”

of 1907, Prof. Ladd, for many years hold 
ing the Chair of Philosophy at Yale Uni- 
versity, visited Korea as the guest of 
Marquis (now Prince) Ito. Prof. Ladd 
really went to Korea at the request of 
the Prince, in order to explain to the 
Koreans, through addresses and lectures, 
that Japan meant to advance their king- 
dom and modernize the people. While en- 
gaged with the Koreans, Prof. Ladd inci- 
dentally Giscovered that the missionaries 
in the Hermit Kingdom sympathized with 
the natives, so he lectured to them, too. 
Prof. Ladd laid much emphasis on the 
kind intentions of Japan and the disin- 
terestedness of that Government. The 
Koreans, however, are so cruel and 
treacherous themselves, and, withal, so 
inefficient, that, the writer points out, it 
seemed as though they could find no rea- 
son for Prof. Ladd’s attitude toward the 
island kingdom. Indeed, the whole book 
shows him as the sincere friend of Japan, 
whose action In Korea he defends, not 
only with arguments in fits favor, but 
with descriptions of the character and 
eharacteristics of the Korean himself. In 
addition to the lectures and addresses, 
Prof. Ladd has recounted his experiences 
in Japan and Korea, his estimate of Ito, 
what he thinks of the missions there, how 
he was impressed by the systems of edu- 
cation and justice, and telis many other 
things of interest and tmportance to the 
Western reader.

Crowell & Co. §$1.)--In this volume the 
author of “ Psycho-Therapy"’ treats of 
thé diseases of the human body as hav- 
ing a mental! inception, and as being, there- 
fore, responsive to mental treatment, 
which may be Inaugurated by suggestion 
from within as well as from without. The 
subject is one which ig attracting much 
attention at the moment, and ¢he valine 
of the suggestive treatment in many ail- 
ments is admitted by practically all phy- 
sictans, and used more.or less by many 
of the best. Mr. Leavitt belongs to a 
school of so-called “new thought" which 
claims, nevertheless, a Christian term, 
and accepts the idea of a personal deity. 
Tt may be noted that the author declares 
that ‘the special exercise of most value” 
in maintaining the health is “ helding the 
breath.” Aiso, he says, if you value 
health, you must avoid the “regular use 
of tobacco, alcohol, noxious drugs, coffee, 
and tea—no matter how harmiess they 
may look, nor how highly they may be 
recommended by physicians.” As for 
“drug medication,” it is a “ deceit and 
a snare, so far as curative effects are 
concerned.”

All those who have read 
Mr. Stringer’s former boéks, “The Wire- 
Tappers"’ and “Phantom Wires,” will 
know that they can expect from him «a 
novel that will be first-class entertain- 
ment, brimming with interest and excite- 
ment from beginning to end. As in his 
former stories, the hero is a man who ls 
sometimes a criminal, but Is never entire- 
ly a crook. This time he is what Lom- 
brogo calls “an occasional offender.’ 
When the resistless desire for adventure 
seizes him he goes forth and becomes a 
cracksman, daring and skillful. He is an 
attractive and interesting rascal, and it 
is no wonder that he enlists the attention 
and stirs the fancy of the fastidious girl 
whom he rescues from an ugly situation.

There is a mystery in 
the book which early begins to arouse 
the reader’s curiosity and will not let him 
have rest until he learns what it all 
means at the very end of the story. 


THE CALL OF THE DEBP. By Frank 
T. Bullen, F. R, G. 8S. (New York: EB. P. 
Dutton & Co.; $1.50.) A sea story of the 
good old kind, but new because it deals 
with modern conditions, this will entrance 
all the youngsters, and as many of their 
elders as love the smell of salt water, 
It is a continuation of the story of Frank 
Brown's career, in which the fine, manly 
lad who acquitted himself so well nm a 
previous volume becomes a sea Captain 
with a fine ship and a beautiful bride.

“Tess"’ are neither clean, moral, nor 
elevating. Recently in company with a 
number of professional men and ladies the 
mention of Hardy brought out high com- 
mendation of his literary style, his ana- 
lytical skill, and attractive pictures of 
English localities, with a deep regret that 
he so often spent his genius on descrip- 
tions and incidents salacious and immoral. 
The great difference between his treat- 
ment of the darkest theme of society and 
that of Scott and George Eliot was re- 
ferred to, the wise and thoughtful silence 
of these compared with the persistence 
in detail and emphasis of particulars by 
Hardy, (a sin into which Hail Caine fails,) 
and it was the kindly yet vigorous opin- 
fon of all that Hardy has misused his 
remarkable taients. Is it true that there 
are not considerable portions of his writ- 
ings revolting to, a pure and refined 
reader, portions which are beautiful In 
style, but which a true heart would be 
giad to blot out? 

Do not lay too much ‘stress on the 
silence, or lack of outspoken criticism. 
Some of us have learned how useless even 
a wise and true criticism can be. We 
read and sympathize with Lady Cecil's 
criticism of Miss Sinclair's book, but we 
hardly suppose it will alter the author 
or check such literature. We are not as- 
saulting the skies with an eutcry against 
a certain book, whose author comes from 
England to exploit and profit by it here. 
Cul bono? we ask. We are not roused 
to very great protest when Walt Whit- 
man is eulogized, for we say, “ For those 
who like such writing, that is the kind 
of writing they like.”” Only do not take 
silence for acquiescence. We may be in 
a minority, but it is, I belleve, a much 
larger minority than you imagine. Genius 
even in Byron, Daudet, or Hardy does 
not prevent us from recognizing tmmor- 
ality im literature or regretting unceas- 
ingly the prostitution of such powers.

Renwick’s came also Thomas A. Cooper, 
the actor; James K. Paulding, Joseph 
Rodman Drake, Fitz-Greene Halleck, 
Samuel Lover, the Irish novelist, and 
other literary lights of the day. At her 
house Irving met the brother og the

“ Every Man” was written probably in 
the reign of Edward IV. of England, and 
was called a “morall playe.” Its full 
title is as follows: "A Treatise how the 
hye Fader of Heven sendeth Dethe to 
gomon every creature to come and gyve 
a@ counte of theyr lyves in this Worlde.” 
It was printed once by Richard Pynson, 
who came over from Normandy to sell 
books in London, and who published, 
among other works, Alexander Barclay’s 
well-known English translation of Sebas- 
tian Brandt's “ Stultifera Navis,” known 
as “The Ship of Fools.” “ Every Man” 
was also issued by a printer named Stot. 
It is reprinted In Hawkins’s “ Origin (% 
the English Drama.” The origina! is in 
the Lincoln (England) Cathedral Library. 
The author is unknown. “ Every Man” 
is intended as a representation of the en- 
tire human race. 


W. P. FLANDERS.—I have a copy of a book 
the title of which fs, "' The Dignity of Human 
Nature,”’ or a Brief Account of the Certain and 
Established Means for Attaining the True End 
of Our Existence, by James Burgh. The first 
American edition. London printed. Boston; Re- 
printed and sold by John W. Folsom, Union 
Street, 1794. The book contains 415 pages, 
bound in leather, end in good condition ex- 
cept yellow with age. Could you tell me if it 
is of any value? 

James Burgh Was a Scotch moral and 
political writer, born 1714, died 1775. He 
was a cousin of William Robertson, the 
historian. He wrote a number of works, 
the chief of which is “ Political Disquisi- 
tions,” 1774-5. When Dr. Parr was asked 
whether he had read this work he re- 
plied, “Have I read my Bible, Sir?” 
“The Dignity of Human Nature,” con- 
sisting four books, was published In 
1764, 1767, and 1794. Burgh wrote for the 
newspapers in defense of the claims of 
the American Colonists. We think that 
the first American edition of “ The Dig- 
nity of Human Nature” has only small 
special value. We do not find any saleof 
it recorded. Burgh was the author of 
“ Britain’s Remembrancer,” London, 1745, 
@ very popular work, of which no less 
than five editions were published in two 
years, and which was reprinted in Scot- 
land, Ireland, and America.

We have tried with rather unsatisfac- 
tory results to find enough facts about 
Paul Fountain to answer our correspond- 
ent’s query. It seems strange that no 
sketch of him appears in biographical 
works, not even in “ Who's Who,” al- 
though he has been writing books since 
1901, when his “‘ Great Deserts and For- 
ests of North America” was published by 
Longmans, Green & Co., who, by the way, 
have been unable to give us any informa- 
tion about him. This work contains a 
preface by W. H. Hudson, author of 
“The Naturalist of La Plata,” “Idle 
Days in Patagonia,” &c. The Nation, in 
reviewing this work by Fountain, says 
that it consists of ‘‘ reminiscences of an 
English traveling peddler and collector of 
natural history specimens through the 
United States some twenty-five years pre- 
vious. If not a cripple, he is at least in- 
firm in his legs, and could ride only on a 
specially made saddle.” The Nation de- 
scribed the work as filled with errors 

In March, 1903, another work by Foun- 
tain, entitled “The Great Mountains and 
Forests of South America,” was also puhb- 
lished by Longmans, Green & Co. This 
was reviewed most pleasantly by another 
English traveler, who spoke of Fountain 
as ‘‘dn intrepid traveler and explorer.” 
A cripple from his birth, as he himself 
says in the beginning of the book, he 
made the journey through South Amer- 
ica in canoes or on mule back. In this 
work he announces regretfully that he 
has “to abandon his beloved forests and 
prairies for the rest of his life.” 

He is the author also of the “Great 
Northwest and Great Lakes Region of 
North America,” published In 1904, with 
a preface by W. H. Hudson. He has 
also been a contributor to magazines, an 
interesting article by him on the “ Swim- 
ming Powers of Animals’ having been 
published in 1904 in The Living Age. He 
appears to be an Englishman, and we 
presume that he its tiving---The name 
seems to be of French origin. A letter ad- 
dressed to W. H. Hudson, who seemé 
to know Fountain well, might result in 
further information about him.
